Colonization of votersr was practiced in tene- 
ment and lodging house districts in anticipation 
of the approaching election and with a view to 
the swearing in of illegal votes. 

Bribery through the use of money and by 
other means was practiced in order to control 
the action of judges and clerks of election. 


Charges of Grave Moment. 

‘* We submit that these charges coming, as 
they do, from the principal law officer of the 
county, after an extended invéstigation by 
him; are of grave moment and call for im- 
mediate and thorough inquiry with a view 
to adequately punishing those who have vio- 
bated the laws designed to guard the sanctity 
of the ballot. 

“The fact that these frauds are alleged to 
have been committed at the first election 
held under the new primary law, which was 
devised to give the voters a more direct voice 
in the selection of candidates, forms an addi- 
tional and urgent reason for instituting a 
searching investigation. 

‘In our opinion the investigation of these 
fraud should be intrusted to a special etate’s 
attorney and a. special grand jury in order 
that there may be no suspicion of personal 
or partisan aninras in connection therewith, 
and we are impressed with the fact that this 
matter is of the utmost —_—eer to the 
community. 

"We therefore urge that your honorable 
beard make such an appropriation as may be 
sufficient to conduct and carry on succéss- 
fully the inquiry and ultimately to prosecute 
those persons who may be found to have 
violated the law. We believe that an emer- 
gency exists which demande prompt action 
from the county board.

Must the members of the party or- 
Banization act as self-appointed guardians 
ef the people and conceal from them what is 


- going on, lest the people be misled as to the 


purpose and effect of large contributions? 
Is this your explanation of the action of the 
republican leaders in the national convention 
in voting down a publicity plank? 


Quotes Bible as Argument. 

“Té you will pardon the suggestion, I be- 
lieve a better explanation can be found in 
‘Holy Writ, for do we not read of men ‘ loving 
darkness rather than light, because their 
deeds are evil’? 

'“* You attempt to make a persona! question 
of it and ask whether any one will accuse 
@uch men as you, Gov. Hughes, and Mr. Taft 
of being influenced by contributions. That is 
not the question. If it is found that a party 
to a suit hae given a sum of money to one of 
the jurors, the court does not stop to inquire 
whether or not the juror is an incorruptible 
man or whether in accepting the money he 
explicitly stated that it was accepted with 
the understanding that he was under no obli- 
gation to consider it in making up his verdict.

“Mr. Havemeyer testified before a senate 
committee some years ago that the sugar 
trust made it a business to contribute to 
campaign funds and that it wes its custom 
. to give to the party in power in. the state. 

“I do not mean to say that Mr. Hughes 
‘was influenced by the contributions made to 
hém by the trust magnates whose names were 
given in the after-election report.

Of the day Mr. Taft said tonight: “I have 
enjoyed every minute of it. Despite the tax 
@n my voice the speaking has been easy, be- 
gause I have felt a sympathetic inspiration 
from every audience.”’ 


All State Factions Represented. 

' §Senmator Kittredge of South Dakota met 
the. Taft train at Mitchell and made public 
assurances of his continued support of ‘the 

ticket. Senator Gamble, Kittredge’s fac- 
tional opponent, and Congresemen Burke and 

Martin joined the train at Aberdeen, ae did 

other state politicians, leaving no repub- 

_ lican faction in South Dakota unrepresented 

in the demonstration of approval of the na- 
tional ticket. 

- Besides Mitchell and Sioux City thelargest 
crowds of the day were at Aberdeen and 
Yankton ,the latter the home of Senator 
Gamble.

According to our usual theory of represent- 
ative government in the party, the victory at. 
the primary should have séttied the whole 
fight and the party should have become 
umited at once for the regular ticket. The 
trouble is that fights of this character leave 
deep scars which cannot be healed during the 
period of a single campaign. 

The Kittredge followers are bitterty resent- 
ful over his defeat. They may probably do 
something to interfere with the success of the 
republican state ticket although alj the sen- 
ator’s lieutenants have deciared personally 
and by letter that they wili atick out for the 
national ticket and will see to it that it hasa 
fair majority in South Dekota.

And when the smoke had cleared away and 
things had quieted down it was found that the 
sultan was still in possession of his throne and 
of his power, enjoying to a greater degree the 
good will and the loyalty of his subjects than 
before and free for the first time in years

This belief that the sultan wes privy to the 
coup d'état, and even connived at it, was 
strengthened by the extraordinary sincerity 
which marked the expression of his satisfac- 
tion to the foreign ambassadors in the new 
and altered order of things at Constantinople, 
and the impression has been: still further 
confirmed by a story which’ comes from 
Stockholm. ‘The Turkish minister there is 
Mahomet Cherif Pasha, son of old Cherif 
Pasha who was premierof Egypt, and who 
has as his wife a member of the khedivial 
family. Possessed of great wealth, his pos- 
sessions in Egypt being beyond the reach of 
Turkish confiscation, he has always mani- 
fested much independence of the palace gang 
at Constantinople and hissympathy with the 
reform movement. 

It may be remembered that Emperor win- 
lam’s state visit to the Swedish court took 
place a few days after thé coup d'état at 
Stamboul, and when he received the foreign 
envoys after his arrival at Stockholm the 
kaiser expressed to Cherif Pasha his pro- 
found satisfaction at what had occurred at 
Constantinople, his relief that it had passed 
off so bloodlessly, and intimated that the 
sultan would now he far happier that he was 
rid of his objectionable environment, 

oe. 


The kaiser is one of the best friends that 
the sultan has in the world, has repeatedly 
shielded him from pressure by the other pow- 
ers, and enjoys his entire confidence, the re- 
lations between them being continuous and 
close. 

That Emperor William should have ex- 
pressed himself thus about the revolution at 
Constantinople indicated that he regarded It 
as the best thing that could have happened 
to his friend. Abdul Hamid, and it is difficult 
to believe that he would have said as much 
if he had regarded the coup d’état as objec- 
tionable and injurious to the padishah. Then. 
too, the revolution was started by the officers 
of the army at Monastir and Salonika, imme- 
diately after the visit there of Gen. von der 
Goltz, who had been. thelr instructor, and 
whom they trusted and loved, asthe reor- 
ganizer of the Ottoman army. Von der 
Goltz, who is now one of the principal com- 
manders of the German army, has expressed 
quite as much satisfaction at what has taken 
place in Turkey as the emperor, and has just 
been promoted by the latter to the rank of 
colonel general, which is equivalent to that of 
fleld marshal—perhaps by way of reward for 
what he has lately accomplished at Stam- 
boul. 

There is no connection whatsoever between 
Adler Alberti, the former minister of justice 
of Denmark, who is now in jail for forgery 
and embezzlement, and the Parisian banker 
and broker of the same name, a partner.of the 
Oppenheims, and who for thirty years or 
more past has been in charge of the financta!

T would be a dull and unsympathetic re- 
viewer who would pass “THE TETHER” 
as merely one more novel in the great 
mass of ficti This strange and pene- 
trating book, written by Mr, Ezra 8. 

Brudno, deals with the Jewish problem as 
it exists today in every city and hamiet of 
the country. As\may be surmised, the story 
is written fromthe Jewish point of view, 
yet with an extraordinary understanding of 
the position of the Gentiles in regard to 
the Jews. To say that it is poignant is to 
employ far too tempe a piirare. That 
peculiar sensitiveness which is the inher- 
itance of the more intellectdhl and well 
bred Jew is, obviously, one of the chief at- 
tributes of the author, and this sensitiveness 
fairly quivers in) these pages, which take to 
themeelyes an, @imost autobiographical 
vividness. 

Not that I mean to affirm that the novel is 
In reality an autobiographical one. Of that 
Iknow nothing. My knowledge of Mr. Brudno 
extends to the fact that he is the author of 
“The Fugitive’? and “The Little Con- 
script.”” What I mean to say Is that there 
is something about the peychology of the 
story which shows the writer to have some- 
thing more than mere intuitive knowledge of 
what a young Jew, talented, ambitious, mod- 
est, and loyal, must suffer in encountering the 
opposition that he meets with both from Gen- 
tiles and his own race.- * | 


Mr. Brudno certainly has not idealized the 
Jew. He has depicted many sorts and condi- 
tions, and upon them al! he has laia the draw> 
back of peculiarities which bring on the 
defeat of those who wish to mix on identical 
terms with their Jew neighbors. The story 


‘{s a simple and moving one, anc does 


require to be recounted here. Let it suffict 
that it is the story of David Sphradi, a true 
hearted Jew defeated by circumstances. H 
breaks his father’s heart because in lovin 
a young Gentile woman he appears to hav 
been a traitor to his race. The father dies; 
the woman who has been the cause of the 
tragedy finde, after all, that the penalties of 
uniting herself with a Jew, however distin, 
guished, are more than she has courage to 
meet. David becomes distinguished as a 
writer of plays and dramatic, poetry, and as 
a representative man of his race is asked 
to address the Zion congress at Baw!. The 
author describes the congress in this manner: 
The scattered dry bones of a nation, dead more 
than two thousand years, had come together, and 
@ live breath had blown into them. He looked at 
thie assemblage and analyzed it. Though all Jews, 
this great body of people was as divided in tem- 
perament, in manners, even tn physical, appear- 
ance as were the modern nations of which each one 
was a part. The rugged, impulsive Russian was 
as plainly distinguishable from the black haired, 
black eyed, eagle nosed German as was the Polish 
Jew, in’ caftan and side locks, from the smooth 
shaven, independent looking American or English- 


: man.

Occasionally 
there is an exclamation of shocked surprise 
as some model more daring than the others 
appears. 

The picture would not be complete if it 
were not mentioned that in the background 
may be seen a group of men, elegantly dressed 
couturiers, who are there to note the effect 
of every. model. | And, depending on how it is 
received, it will be altered, modified, or 
changed, or duplicates will be ordered in case 
of a “success.”

If it is possible to meke up a composite 
answer to the comments on these new reve 
lations it is this: That they are beautiful— 
that is, not all, but some. But the American 
womem are asking themselves this question: 
Will we dare to take them home? And, once 
home, will we have the courage to wear 
them? And betwixt this and that, they are 
searching about to try to find the leas: sug- 
gestive ones.

“Why, even actresses would, not dare to 
appear on the stage in some of these gowns.”’ 

The question resolves itself into this, and 
the consensus of opinion will settle the fate 
of the present attempted revival of Greek and 
Egyptian styles, modernized, of course.

Probably you have had your furestored all 
summer at a professional furrier’s where 
they: have been kept in a cold storage vau!t 
where the temperature registers so low that 
moths are impossible. Thecare that furs are 
given both in cleaning and storing is so ex- 
céllent: that the wise woman will consider it a 
saving instead of an unnecessary expense to 
have her furs cared for by a reliable furrier. 
The cost of cleaning them more than equals 
the saving of wear and tear from moths and 
dust they would be subject to at home. 

Furs when taken out in the fall, especially 
if the owner js so unwise as to have kept 
them at home, are apt to have oe, musged and 
crushed appearance. One simple method of 
making the pile stand up is to shake the gar- 
ment first and then wet the fur with clear 
cold water and a clean clothes brush. brush- 
ing the hair the right way until the fur is 
smooth. Then leave it todry thoroughly and 
when dry beat the fur on the right side witha 
rattan cane. This will make the pile stand 
up 

Another method of cleaning furs which ig 
as excellent agit is easy isto clean them with 
bran. Fill a dishpan with. bran and set it in 
the ovemto warm. Rub the warm bran into 
the fur again and again until every spot has 
beem gone over several times. Whenthe bran 
becomes solled throw it away and replace it. 
When sure the furs are clean. brush them 
well until every particle of the bran has been 
removed. Hang out of doors fora day ortwo 
and the fur will be soft, fluffy, and full of 
life. Cold bran will not do the work and for 
this reason the bran must be kept warm ali 
during the process. This method will not in- 
jure the lining. 


* * 


To keep furs of any kind fresh they must 
not only be cared for frequent!iy during the 
season. Brush them thoroughly and beat 
several times with a rattan cane, then air 
them for twelve hours. This procese will 
rid them of all dust and loose hairs. They 
will have to be cleaned severa) times during 
the season. Every time furs are taken out 
of the closet they should be shaken several 
times. This will raise the hairs up and make 
the fur fluffy 
- There is not much danger of moths during 
the winter, but one may get in furs occa- 
sionally, and for this reason it is well to 
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examaine them carefully 
moths or possibly moth eggs. 
Mend the furs as soon aga tear appean 
for the pelt tears easily when onee it 
started. To be mended successfully, ang 
that the mend will not show, the far 
be mended on the wrong side. The two 
should be held together and the fur 
be carefully pushed down between the 
edges so none remains above the seam, 
should be sewed together with strong twine 
or thread, with an OvVer-and-over 
taking up aw little, of the pelt, as is 
for a seam.

advanced styles in children’s 
clothes are pleasingly simple. While 
the main tendency in children's 
styles has been and is tc ward sim- 
plicity, the fact of its necessity 
has often been overlooked by the originators 
ef the small models, resulting In the ridicu- 
lous and pathetic sight of the overdressed 
ehild.

They would be merely sketch¢s minus 
the filling in, and while sketches are neces- 
sary there can be no finished picture with- 
out the hundred and one touches which put 
together complete the glorious whole. 

Next—what ribbons? The question is easy 
fo -answer. Look at the gowns. Would 
anything harsh or stiff c rrespond or har- 
monize wth the clinging things which are 
the craze of the year? Indeed@not. There- 
fore ribbons must be of the softest possible 
cast... The mort popular will be those of the 
exquisite liberty’ cr messaline character. 
Pliable taffetas and luxurious satins that 
crush and fold so readily also will be used 
lavishly on the season’s gowns.

The colors for ribbons will be the prevail- 
ing ones of the season—eedar, bronze, send, 
taupe, wistaria, amethyat, and silver.

Suits and Costumes. zz 


N buying a suit for the late fall or 
early winter several things must 
be taken into consideration by the 
purchaser. First, the use to which 
it is to be put, generally speaking, 
then the most suitable color; per- 

haps it is to be worn with a hat already 
bought, and everything must harmonize. 
Then the amount of mon to be expended, 
There are severely plain tailormades with 
skirts three inches up from the floor, sultable 
for bad weather and cross country tramping; 
there are the calling costumes, costumes for 
eceremonious occasions. Those referred to 
first need littie or no comment, possibly; but 
the more elaborate ones can be given more 
detailed attention. The coats are almost 
without exception on the directoire order, 
and an infinite variety of shapes are evolved. 
Some are long in the back and short in the 
front; others are just the opposite. These 
coats which form part of the costume have a 
great deal of trimming on, while the skirts 
are left perfectly plain In many instances, 
except that about the high waist line a sash 
is usually draped. Some.coats are entirely 
eovered with soutache put on in close and 
elaborate patterns. 
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Many of these directoire coats have double 
breasted fronts, though an occasional one 
mays be single breasted. One queer feature of 
some of them ig the way the fronts are cut. 
They come together until the bust is reached, 
them are curved out, prestiimbaly to show the 
panel front*or high girdle and sash. Then 
there are coats so Intricate looking and of 
such mixed formes and periods that it is diffi- 
cult to tell from just what source they orig- 
inated. These will be used for dressy occa- 
sions, and are made with every conceivable 
ekirt form. They may have side skirts, and 
none at the backs and fronts, or they may 
have long skirts back and front and none at 
the sides, but the smartest are cut offat the 
waist line, excepting in the back, where they 
end in long coattails that reach to the hem 
of the skirt. These tails are finished off 
square, and sometimes are divided way up 
to the waist Hne. This style of coat is most 
suitable Im black, lavendar, white, or gray, 
and is intended, for wear with handsome din- 
ner or afternoon dresses. 

‘ + x 

The cutting away of the coat on the sides 
must be avoided by women inclined to stout- 
ness; and where the coat is cut In such a 
manner it is generally toshow a braided skirt 
panel or decoration of some kind, The woman 
looking for a suit which will never become 
common but will always be smart and ele- 
gant looking should choose one in all black. 
But the materials used must be of the finest 
quality, lustrous and silk, and the workman- 
ship should be faultiess. The coat lining may 
be black, white, gray, or some delicate shade 
of green or lavender. 

While long sleeve waists are to be the cor- 
rect thing, and the directoire coat calls for 
long. close fitting sleeves, a large majority 
of the dressy coats wil! have sleeves endings 
half way below the elbow. There is always, 
however, an inner sleeve. sometimes mosque- 
taire. sometimes loose fitting. They wil! be 
the same color on the coat, and usually made 
of satin, crépe, or mousseline, and a finish- 
ing touch is given in deep frills of lace around 
the wrist edge. Buttons play a most import- 
ant part in the trimming scheme, and are set 
on im every conceivable place. 
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In the skirt part of these costumes a “ si]- 
houette ’’ effect is sought. While the effect 
must be a clinging one. the extreme fashion 
which was talked of first has been much 
modified, and pall undesirable features have 
been eliminated. With the - present style of 
skirts it is necessary to have especially fash- 
ioned petticoat®S and underwear, as well as 
corsets, else the result will be a failure 

One beautifu] example of a street costume 
has a narow ekirt of green broadcloth with 
a seam in the imiddle of the back and over 
each hip. The ¢oat is black satin and also hag 

@ seam over each hip. The sleeves button 
from shoulder fo wrist with small satin but- 
tons.

As Pretiy As The Exierion Th1s Ghitton

N direct contrast to the wonderful 
gowns of this season are the cloaks 
and wraps being made for the com- 
ing winter. (Where the one is so 
scant in materia! as to look parsi- 
monious and is fitted to display every lineand 
curve ef the figure, the other is voluminous 
to a degree, seemingly) having yards of un- 
necessary stuff. and evidently made with no 
other idea of fit than to hangin ample folds 
from the wearer's shoulders. Yet by this 
looseness they possess a decorative value 
that is distinctly noticeable and make one 
doubt any return to the closely fitted or even 
the half fitting garments of a season or two 
ago could ever be possible. 
—?- 

In the fashioning of these wraps no par- 
ticular period has been adhered to, and one 
may select the empire, the directoire, or even 
the Egyptian and Grecian style of cloak and 
feel sure of being equally in the mode. All, 
however, are long, reaching almost if not 
quite to the hem $f the skirt, and all are 
characterized by a ¢ertain gorgeousness lent 
by the lavish use of embroicery, fur, lace, 
braid. or anything else|the ingenuity of the 
French modiste can suggest. 

The materials also are rich in texture and 
soft in finish, and naturally the trimmings 
are selected with regard to their fitness and 
the occasions for which the garment is de- 
signed. With the exception of velvet—and 
some of the most|stumning of the winter 
wraps are of velvet—everrthing else hes 
a satin finp, whether it be broad- 
cloth, crépe de ching, or|silk. with the result 
that madame as she walks shimmers and 
glistens like a beautifully plumaged bird. 

One especially mew feature of the evening 
coals is that all have a) finish of fur about 
the neck. There isino collar but always a’ 
short boa made as jarg¢ and full as can be 
comfortably worn, and tucked {In among the 
lace or embroidery |at either side the head 
and tail of the anima!. These boas, or ruches, 
are not fastened clogely jo the wrap, but are 
simply tacked to them |as if put on as an 
afterthought. The effect |s pretty and smart. 
Another feature of all|wraps, particularly 

| those for evening. are the sleeves, which are 


so large as to be called huge, and which are 

roided or draped, as the case may be, ina 
manner wonderful to behold. On these quan- 
tities of trimmings are used, and it is no un- 
usual thing to see them completely covered 
with embroidery or braiding. They are 
fairly small about the wrist, and in spite of 

their aige they are a protection to the un- 
covered arm 
oe - 

One beautiful cloak seen at a Rue de la 
Paix dressmaker'’s was being made for an 
American duchess and was of dahlia velvet 
heavily embroidered in gold, the sort that is 
raised and stands out from the material 
This was in wide bands running the length 
of the garment, both back and front, between 
double box plaits of the velvet. The huge 
sleeves were a mass of almost solid em- 
broidery, and even on the lining were to be 
geen touches of the embroidery lighter in 
design. About the neck wasa boa of ailver 
fox, one of the most becoming and expen- 
sive furs. It was a beautiful garment and 
almost regal in ite appearance. 

Another gorgeous cloak seen in the same 
establishment designed for a young Amer 
ican matron was of apricot liberty satin 
and lined in the same material of a much 
deeper tone. All over the garment was em- 
broidered a design of passion flowers done 
in pale mauve and gold. Around the neck 
was a superb collar of sable, and for this 
wrap a muff of the same fur had been made 
lined with gold embroidered satin. 

While on the subject of muffs it may be 
atated that all of those seen have been large, 
even more so than last season, for although 
sleeves are long they frequently are of the 
thinnest material and the large muff is al- 
most a necessity. 

“= 

For the more practical cloaks for both 
afternoon and theater wear, cloth is almost 
invariably used, and the choice of collars 
is as varied as could be wished. Everything 
but black may be said to be the mode, but of 
course there is a preference such as the soft 
shades of reds and the many and lovely 
tones of burnt orange and browns. In gen- 
eral style they are the same as the more 
elaborate garments, loose and with long 
lines. The cloth used in them is the chiffon 
broadcloth, soft and pliable as silk, and 
in place of the heavy silk or satin lining of 
former seasons only the liberty satin of the 
softest kind is permissible. 

Everything to render these garments warm 
and clinging is resorted to, for the woman of 
today is so lightly clothed beneath her wrap 
that of necessity it must be a protection. It 
is as if the cloak were ashamed of the flimsy 
gown below it and did its best to cling to it 
and cover ft from view. So, in spite of their 
many folds, their plaits, and thelr elaborate- 
ness, they hang closely to the form and give 
the appearance of slimness. 

Even the French raincoat is treated in the 
same manner, made in silk finished water- 
proof cloth and lined with the thinnest of silk 
By this means it has been made a garment 
to be desired and quite as serviceabie as the 
heavy, uncompromising affairs one is ac- 
ecustomed to. Imagine a coat of this sort of 
white barred off in black, forming large 
plaids, and finished with a collar and deep 
cuffs of soft red veivet. It was mace with 
numerous pockets and buttoned to the feet 
with large pearl buttons, was trig. snug, and 
vastly becoming to the young woman for 
whom it was being built.

The street coat, except as a part of the 
costume. can scarcely: be said to exist, but 
there are occasional! coats which are meade 
to be worn with a skirt of another material, 
and possibly ef another color. These are 
sometimes in velvet, but oftenerin cloth, and 
they are invariably im the directoire style. 
Braiding is one of the features of these coats, 
and some seen have been almost covered 
with a fine soutache of the same shade. The 
real incroyable coliar of darker silk or velwet 
finiehed them at the throat. As an adjunct 
to the toilet and for certain occasions they 
are smart as well as useful. 

‘Some of the fur coats for midwinter are 
dreams of comfort, for although they are 
made apparently with an overabundance of 
material they are so cut and fitted to be in 
reality as light as any other garment. Among 
the new furs for these coats is an imitation 
of sealskin that is far lighter than the real, 
does not wear at the edges, is soft and pli- 
able, and altogether desirable. Coats made 


of this fur are frequently trimmed with col- 


lars of sable. mink. or silver fox. making a 
pretty contrast to the black brown of the 
garment

The fillet is made up in many 
fascinting ways, with twisted tulle or gauze 
bands, and at the left side ie placed an aigrette 
or a loose bunch of small flowers or some- 
times both the aigrette and flowers are seen. 
When only the two bands are used in fillet 
fashion it is favored néw in gold and silver 
gauze slightly “twisted before adjusting. 
Often the gauze bands are spangled with the 
tinest colored spangles and the bow at the 
left is touched with them. 

A single fillet of flowers or tiny leaves is 
much in favor. Forget-me-nots, lilacs, and 
ferns are well ddapted for this use and have 
a soft aigrette also. 

The paradise feathers are to be worn 
again, but the aigrette will be placed further 
back on the hair at the side of the Grecian 
knot, and it will be pinned to the hair with 
a twisted knot of spangled tulle. A pretty 
fillet was made of maidenhair fern. on each 
leaf was a glistening crystal, and at the 
side of the band was a pale blue aigrette. 

_ A cluster of pinkish lilacs at the side of 
a fillet of pink tulle also showed the aigrette 
of a shade to*match the tulle. One novel 
band is composed of small roses worn around 
the head and under the knot and just above 
the ear at the left is perched a gauze dragon 
fly.

HE makers of hat fashione urge that 
the stylish bat this fall must be in 
harmony with the fall clothes and 
the gay fall waistcoats. It must 
have color. Black hats will not be 
worn nearly as much as usual. 

“The greens, ranging from light to dark, 
and grays and tans and browns with a tinge 
of gréeem in them, heve proved thoroughly 
salable with a great many, and the stra ll 
original stocks have been in many cases ab 
most cleaned out,” says the Chicago Apparel 
Gazette. “ This has produced a hurry call 
for a considerable volume of merchandise. 
One example illustrates the situation well. 
A certain manufacturer sold 500 dozen green 
soft hais. To cover possiblg duplicate orders 
he laid in 200 dozen additional bands and 
binding. Within the last two weeks he has 
not only ¢oid the extra 200 dozen for which 
he prepared the bands in advance, but he has 
ordered 1.000 dozen more. Of course, they 
can be redyed into a brown or black, so he is 
rot taking a big charice, especially as he has 
intimations that they will be called for. 

‘‘ Whether the public will go from green 
softs into green derbies is an open question, 
and as much of a puzzle to the buyers as was 
the question of softs, and as much uncer- 
tainty and backwardness is being displayed 
in the wrders. The sale of blacks has taken 
the usual course, stronger with some than 
others, but in good volume. Those who have 
solid their colored softs well will naturally 
come in a little later for a good derby trace. 
Those retailers who have sold coiored softs 
and can sell colored derbies will likely wind 
up with further trade in black, which will 
pet theman excellent season. 

Moderation is being shown in regard to 
shapes. While extremes in colors are popu- 
‘lar with many, the same does not apply to 
the blocks, which for the most part are in- 
clined toward staple Lines.

Neither large nor small derbies or softs 
are getting a big call, though, of course, some 
are selling.

“Some early business is belng obtained in 
fall caps. Hatters catering to a clientele 
which goes to the mountains for the fall, re- 
port having sold a fair quantity of Engtish 
patterns in bright colors, greens wel in the 
foreground, shapes large, and visors long 
Smalier caps are selling for motoring. 

“The belief is held by some of the best 
batters, who have considerable to do with 
fashionable wear, that the opera hat will 
come in for a good call this winter. Some 
catering to the best trade refute the idea that 
the silk is or for the near future wil! usurp 
the place the opera hat holds in this coun- 
try for theater and opera wear. It is yeta 
trifle early for this class of trade, but some 
good business is looked for later.’’ 

Soft hats will be worn more generally this 
fall than ever before. Broadway has made 
the soft hat more popular than ever and the 
new styles seen along the ‘“‘ Great White 
Way” are of soft greens and browns and

For a long time 
manufacture of patent leather goods was 
more or less of a gamble and the manufac- 
turer never dared guarantee that his goods 
would stand wear without cracking. This is 
aitered now and the goods shown by 
best dealers can be taken as fairly reliable. 
At the same time there always will be a 
prejudice in certain circles against shiny 
footwear and it is dubious if the patent 
leather shoe ever will be undeniably a la 
mode.

The coat is to be made slightly shorter and 
all such’ extras as cuffs and useless buttons 


are strictly tabooed: In fact, the simpler 
the style of the garment the more in accord- 
ance with fashion’s dictates it will be. The 
tailors are striving after designs which will 
add to the size of the shoulders and breast 
and special efforts are being made to build 
the coats so as to givea full bosom effect. 

A novelty of this year is a specially de- 
gned tourist on the order of the old 
Norfolk The coat is thirty-one inches long 
with yoked front and back and the body is 
plaited from the breast to the waist, which 
is broken by the belt. The large pockets are 
provided with a button and hole at the top 
and the garment is closed with three but- 
tons The sheeve is ornamented with a 
turned weit finished with a single button. 
Trousers of the same material are roomy at 
the hips, twenty inches at the knees, and 
sixteen inches at the bottom. 

No decision has been reached by the au- 
thorities whether a vent in the back of a 
coat is the correct style. This autumn the 
experts have gecided that it shall be op- 
tional, and the customer can choose accord- 
ing to his tndividual taste, without fear of 
transgressing fashion’s canons whichever 
way he may decide. 

The sack coat, single or double breasted. 
has been adopted in America as the rerula- 
tion style for workaday wear, but there is 
a marked tendency in many quarters toward 
the English style of wearing a cutaway coat 
with trousers of the same material and a 
fancy vest. The double breasted coat is 
recommended for men with slight figures, 
as it tends to add to the figure, while more 
portly persons will find the single breasted 
garment better adapted to their require- 
ments. 

In ordering clothes the most important mat- 
ter for the follower of the fashions to re- 
member is that absolute plainness in style 
is imperative. No frills of any kind are per- 
mitted under any circumstances. Freak de- 
signs are put out yearly by various firms, 
but the houses catering to the best dressers 
frown upon all such attémpts at ornamenta-

Stripes in Fall Overcoats. 
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NEW STYLE GF ULSTER. DOUBLE BREASTED BOX OVERCOAT. BACK VIEW OF BOX COAT. 


P tn that pleasant and amiable re- 
gion about Medicine Hat the 
weather man is busy just now pre- 
paring several arguments favor- 
ing the purchase of overcoats. In 
Chicago, especially, it is a question 
of much moment for the male mind. for the 
lake breeze, much lauded throughout the 
summer, is apt to get perniciously penetrat- 
ing as the days begin to get shorter and the 
thermometer starts on its annual decline. 

Men's fashions are much more subtle than 
those of the fair sex, and the mysterious au- 
thorities who dictate what is and what is not 
the correct thing to wear draw curiously fine 
Their manéates for this autumn 
are more generous than usua] and mere man 
is to be permitted a greater latitude in his 
costume than he generally enjoys. 

In the matter of overcoats there is a curious 
evidence of the influence exercised on fash- 
ions by changing amusements and economic 
conditions. The enormous increase in auto- 
mobiling and the creation of a special form 
of dress for the motorists hag had its effect 
in the development of a new style of over- 
coat which will be permitted even to those 
whose only acquaintance with an automobile 
ie through the kindness of a friend. 

The new overcoat is a combination of the 
reguiation motoring garment and the Ger- 
man military coat. It hasa high, close fitting 
military collar, which is turned over in order 
to detract from the severity of the plain sol- 
dier’s coliar. It buttons across the body tothe 
left shoulder, being double breasted across 
the chest and sloping sharply to the single 
style from the waist down. It is caught to 
the figure by a belt which passes through the 
vertical side pockets, and is, consequently, in- 
visible from the front. Wrist straps con- 
fine the too voluminous sleeves and give a 
finish to a smart coat. An ulster is the 
name given to it, although it has only a 
faint resemblance to the old fashioned gar- 
ment known by that name. This coat will be 
much worn in the late autumn and winter, as 
it is admirably designed to protect the throat 
and chest from the cold. 

The standard length for this coat will be 
fifty inches, or sufficiently long to, reach 
below the knee of the average man. This is 
declared by the authorities to be the ideal 
length to protect the wearer from the cold 


‘and at the same time allow freedom of move- 


ment in walking.

The exaggerated paddock with the ample 
skirt and narrow waist line which madé a 
determined bid for popularity a few yearsago 
has practically departed, but an echo of it is 
found in what is being put forward as the 
last word in a dressy outside garment. This 
ig a double breasted frock coat, forty-eight 
inches in length and built to close with three 
The waist line is well accentuated 
and a generous flare allowed to the skirt 
The sleeves are plain and finished with a 
plain cuff. The collar may be velvet or of 
the same material ae the coat, according to 
taste. The tailors assert this coat is the most 
complimentary to the figure which has yet 
been evolved and the dealers are preptaring 
to meet a large demand. A heavy or medium 
material may be used in its manufacture and 
as it is almost the equal of the ulster as far as 
protection goes the propecy is made that it 
will be first favorite with dress epicures. 

The double breasted box overcoat of course 
will be the standard style for plain hard 
wear. This garment varies HMttle tn fashion 
and year by year maintains its steady, even 
popularity. It will be cut about forty-four 
inches long and wil! close with three bnttons. 
The only change from last year’s style wil! 
be an enlargement of the collar, lapels, and 
pocket flaps, which will be made in generous 
proportions. A marked tendency toward an 
eplargement of this nature is shown through- 
out the whole line this year. 

-The boxcoat is the article par excellence 
for both business men and those whose work 
takes them out of doors. It is a comfort- 
a@bie looking garment, wears well, and is 
never out of fashion. It is essentially the 
style for business, although hardly dressy 
enough to be used for social purposes by a 
man particular in these matters. 

The covert topcoat is another style which 
may be considered perennial. It appeals 
more especially to young men and will be 
much worn through the fall. Its length 
this year will be thirty-five and one-half 
inches end three buttons will be the regula- 
tion number. The sleeves are being made 
roomy and slightly pressed on top by way 
of variety. Another change will be in the 
pockets, all of which will be flapped. 

The cravenette and 
fly front overcoat will take their usua) place, 
appealing to the quiet dresser who likes to 

w the fashions from an inconspicuous 
ice. There will be practically no change 

n tl ase stock garments where simplicity of 
Gesign has been brought to a stage where

Meitons, beavers, and kerseys will, of 
course. occupy their old place. but a bewilcer- 
ing variety has been prepared to meet the 
changing tastes. Stripes are to be the design 
of designs. The striped material has the 
great advantage that it adds to the height of 
the short man, while in a broad pattern it 
sets off the figure of his taller brethren., 


Check and plaid patterns apparently have, 


seen their day and there practically is no de- 
mand for them. Green, in all shades, will 
be the color a la mode, but it will be run a 
close second by brown. At the same time 
several shades of gray, fawn, and mauve 
are being shown and there is no hard and 
fast line set by fashion in the matter of 
color. 

The old favorite, chinchilla, is again to 
the fore, but it is being manufactured in a 
much lighter weight than has been the wont. 
Thirty-two ounces was considered the stand- 
ard ‘weight in years gone by, but this year 
the cloth is being made in a twenty-six 
ounce weight. In this connection a curious 
fact is to be noted. In the east the demand 
is for a much heavier cloth than in the west. 
Materials manufactured for the New York 
market are invariably a few ounces heavier 
than those intended for Chicago and other 
western points. Manufacturers also declare 
that the western mén are more particular 
than their customers on the Atlantic side and 
much more attention is required to meet the 
demands of the inland markets.

A novelty of the season will be fancy col- 
orings, such aa drab, mouse, and mocha, in 
a double milled Carr’s melton. ‘“ Shetlands ’”’ 
are to have a great vogue and a special line 
is being exhibited in an English cheviot of 
lightj/tan and light gray with faint plaids of 
contrasting colors which make an effective 
material <A distinct novelty if a rough 
cheviot on the order of an Irish frieze with 
half inch stripes faintly showing through the 
cloth. This will be shown by the ultra 
amart houses catering to the dressers who 
insist on wearing the latest goods. 

A special line of goods is being prepared 
for coaching and motor coats. These will be 
“plaid backs ’*’ made up in great varieties. 
They are in two weights, twenty-six ounce 
and thirty-three ounce. The heavier goods 
will be water proofed and are made up spe- 
cially for. motor tourists and travelers. 

Particular attention is being paid this year 
tothe neede of the traveler. All the leading 
tailors are making special! efforts to provid> 
for his comfort and there are innumerable 
designs in water proofed clothes and heavy, 
closely woven materials being put out to suit 
the man who makes frequent journeys. The 
new military ulster ts supplemented by sev- 
eral styles on the same pattern. although less 
elaborate. The close fitting collar appears 
to have firmly established itself in public 
favor and the majority of the traveling coats 
being shown have this feature. Reinforced 
chests and backs are also the rule. 

Fashion has been compared to a clock, and 
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it has been asserted that if a man chose to 
ignore its decrees and wear the same sty'e 
of clothes year after year sooner or later 
he would again be in the fashion. This story 
receives a curious confirmation this year 
in the revival of that old friend of our 
fathers, the Inverness. The big combina 
tion coat and cape has made its appearance 
once again and, what is more, has obtained 
a special ukase in its favor from arbitrary 
fashion. Jt. is decreed that the Inverness 
shall be the proper thing to be worn over 
evening clothes. How far the order will be 
obeyed remains to be seen, but the tallors are 
preparing to serve fashion’s votaries and a 
line of Invernesses is being manufactured 
by the leading houses. 
m . 

The subdued craving of mankind for 
brighter and more artistic clothes, which he 
sutisfies in a meager way with neckwear and 
farcy vests, also displays itself in the mat- 
ter of overcoat linings. jody lining silks 
have come more and more into demand until 
even the cheaper priced coats must have 
tleir linings of silk or something close to it. 
Merveille is ths leading fashion, with 
saiin de chine next favorite. The silk must 
match the coat material and enormous quan- 
tities of the fabric in all the shades of the 
rainbow are being put out to meet the de- 
mand. According to the authorities there 
ly a rapidly increasing market for fancy 
silks and the principal houses in the trade 
must now stand prepared to match “ every- 
thing.’” Moreover, the customers are be- 
coming fastidious and insist on having the 
best material, a phase of the tailoring trade 
which has had a marked effect on the silk 
market. 

Of.course there is a limit, and even the 
most daring would hesitate before having his 
overcoat lined with scarlet or bright yellow. 
To suit his cravings in the direction of bright 
colors sleeve linings are being made up in 
every known shade and every known com- 
bination of shades. principal style is 
atripes, and beautiful designs are being put 
on the market to meet the prevailing tastes.

The general tendency in style in overcoats 
Is to make these garments conform as much 
as possible to the figure. The old sack coat 
which reigned for so many years and which 
was chiefly conspicuous for the absence of 
any particular shape, apparently has seen 
its day. The short box coat also appears to 
be passing, and the demand among fashion- 
able dressers is for an outer garment which 
will not detract from the appearance, but 
add to it. The long coat has been tabooed 
on account of its unsightiiness and the fact 
that it hampered the walk. It was also ob- 
jectionable by reason of the fact that in 
muddy weather its skirts were certain to be- 
come incrusted with mud and in wet weather 
they became soaked and flopped in a most 
uncomfortable manner against the legs, gen- 
erally ruining the trousers. Thecorrect coat 
obviates these disadvantages by reaching 
no lower than the middle calf. The military 
collar also has been introduced to prevent 
the necessity of turning up the collar, which 
was apt to spoil the fit of the coat. 

While simplicity is the keynote for men’s 
wear, some latitude has been allowed to the 
ornamental. “Cuffs on the sleeves are per- 
mitted and large pocket flaps will be general, 
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while in some cases outside pockets will be 
worn. On the whole variations from the 
styles of last year will be slight. 


Colors and Health. 


The London Lancet lately printed a violent 
attack on the practice of wearing colored 
shirts, claiming that they conduced to the 
gathering of bacilli, becauge they fail to show 
solled #@pots and are, therefore, worn too long 
at atime. The Medical Times has taken up 
the cudgels in defense of the article of ap- 
pare!, as follows: 

**On the whole; we fear that medical jour- 
nalism, and especially our grandfatherly con- 
temporary, has been coming it a little too 
strong of late on matters Of hygiene. BHs- 
pecialiy had the subject of bacteria best be 
given little rest. A microscopic examination 
of the accumulatipns upon a hair brush was 
recertiy set forth in a medical journal, and 
of course promptly quoted in a newspaper 
for the edification of its lay readers. The 
horrendous report cited that something like 
a dozen varieties of bacteria were found 

“ Well, what of it? In our medical college 
days our brilliant and enterprising professor 
in bacteriology investigated a scraping from 
the inouth of an obliging fellow student, a 
Texan. Twenty-six varieties of bacteria 
were found and duly tabulated. The list was 
mos: startling and formidable, beginning 
with bacillus prodigiosus. Yet our Texan 
colleague was in excellent health.

E increasing importance which is 
being paid to men’s fashions and 
the numerous changes which arise 
therein from time to time disprove 
the old theory that men were con- 
sistent in their tastes. It has been 


repeatedly declared that men re-. 


mained unflaggingly devoted to the blacks, 
biues, and other plain effects, which for so 
long- occupied their entire dress repertoire. 
Tailoring authority and,manufacturers of 
textiles unhesitatingly deny this theory and 
assert that on the contrary men’s taste in 
clothing as varied and changes as quickly 


as that of women. ; 


One authority has this to say in this con- 
nection: 

“The history of the clothing business and 
kindred lines for a number of years past does 
not tend to justify such views, but, on the 
contrary, the ideas of men ae to their attire 
have constantly hada trend toward the novel 
and fancy, and today men of settled appear- 
ance and quiet tendencies are seen on every 
side wearing clothes which only a short period 
since would have been deemed too loud for 
college youth, and in the minds of many the 
tendency towards loud effects is only well 
under way.”’ ’ 

Many things have contributed to this cus- 
tom, which has now become so prevalent, of 
the wearing of fancy patterns by men, One 
strong influence has been the high stage 
of development which has been, reached by 
those merchants in the United States who 
have devoted their energies to the produc- 
tion of ready to wear clothing, The leaders 
in this trade have finally struck out inde- 
pendently from the European market, or 
rather the English styles, which heretofore 


College Boys 


ASHION may make all the laws 
she will, but she eannot get away 
from the young college and. busi- 
ness man. This fall she has de- 
‘reed that the correct costume will 
marked by its absolute simplic- 
ity and the absence of all such 
things as frills, fancy cuffs, ornamenta! but- 
tons, etc. But the college boy and his ilk do 
not care a great deal for simplicity, and there 
is no doubt that it will be the wise merchant 
who keeps one eye on their tastes and another 
on fashion 
Every season sees an increasing crop of 
young men who demand extreme styles and 
novelties in their clothing. Not only do they 
demand it, but they wil! get it, for there will 
always be a sufficient number of taliors who 
will be wide awake enough to believe that 
the wishes of their customers are of more 
importance than anything that mysterious 
**fashion ’’ may dictate. The young man of 
today is educated up to the point of know- 
ing pretty nearly what he wants and meaning 
to get it. A few of the features asked for 
is the dip from the skirt, the full flare, the 
long shaped lapel, the fancy cuffs and pock- 
ets, the exaggerated chest, the concave 
sheulders, the round front pointed bottom 
vest, and the full hip trousers that hang 
straight at the inseam. 


Simplicity a Good Watchword; 


Always Avoid 


NLESS you are sure of your own 

judgmem, or that of your tailor 

or clothier, simplicity should be the 

watchword. One is always safe in 

avoiding the extreme or the freak- 

ish style. Clothing can be simple, 
however, without the sacrifice of individu- 
ality. 

Sack coats range from thirty-one to thirty- 
two inches in length for a man of average 
height. The tendency is away from the form 
fitting back and is distinctly toward nar- 
rower shoulders. The sieeves are full, espe- 
cia!ly from the shoulder to the elbow. Creases 
are allowable in front of the sleeves as well 
as in the trousers. Lapels are a little shorter, 
perhaps on account of the lesser length of 
the coat, but aside from this there seems to 
be no rigid demand rule. They may be nar- 
rower or wider, rounded less or more, with 
or without deep notches, 

In shirts the horizontal stripe is a little 
more distinctive than the vertical, but both 
are correct. As for the cuffs, it does not par- 
ticularly matter whether they are square or 
rounded on the corners. The front of the 
shirt may be either plaited or plain. The 
haberdashers are putting out bright colors, 
but the man of taste will avoid anything so 
brilliant as to be classed as “loud.” Soft 
bosoms will be more in vogue for winter wear 
than ever before, but the stiff boson is still 
correct for formal wear. 

One of the highest authorities predicts that 
stripes are on the*wane. They will be gen- 
erally used, of course, and in perfectly good 
form, but, because they have become so popu- 
lar as to be common, some of the more care- 
ful men are leaning toward the invisible 
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have exercised a predominant influence on 
American taste. 

In the United States there is a much wider 
range of style than in England, and it is to 
eater to this style thet the American mer- 
chants have at last established standards 
completely theirown. Many causes have, of 
course, contributed to this. The difference 
in climate, the greater heat and cold, and, 
above all, the diversified population, which 
has brought together tastes and standards 
from widely separated country and merged 
them into a new composite standard of their 


own. 
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Another contributing influence is the revo- 
kution in the manufacture of fancy cloths, 
which has taken place within the last few 
years, particularly relating to the manufac- 
ture of fancy worsteds for men's wear. This 
change in the manufacture has tended. con- 
stamtly towards better cloth, adapted to the 
vse of wholesale men’s clothes makers for 
popular priced clothing, until today a fancy 
worsted suit of good matertal, well made, is 
easily within the reach of the man who for- 
merly could afford only a plain black or blue. 

Notwithstanding the tendency toward novel 
effects, the taste of the people has shown it- 
self to be generally good and has ‘been re- 
flected in generally pleasing results in the 
appearance of the wearers. One of the later 
developments is the large demand for del- 
cate colors and for large, pronounced pat- 
terns of delicate colored stripe effecta. 

It is predicted that there will be plenty of 
green and yellow suits worn by men next 
spring, and also chocolate and delicate gray, 
and the experts say that moreover these strik- 
ing innovations will find favor and be largely 
worn. 


ike Extremes; 


Set the Style. 


A feaeon or 80 ago the best tallors were tell- 
ing tneir customers that the fancy style of 
clothing was a fad which would be quickly 
worn out and the old style of simple design- 
ing would still hold its sway. ° But the sea- 
sons have come and gone, and the fancy 
styles are still with us, and although this fal! 
the same old cry has been raised, there 
seems no reason to believe that there is going 
to be any diminution in the demand on the 
part of the younger portion of society, at 
least, for fancy clothes.

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WASHING COLORED SHIRTS. 


In washing men’s, women’s, or boys’ col- 
ored shirts or shirtwaists care should be 
used as the color may fade. It is well to 
guard against this by using salt and water 
in the proportion of one tablespoonful of 
salt to every quart of water. Vinegar and 
water may be used effectively for the same 
purpose. If the garment seems faded be- 
fore putting it into the water, wash quickly 
and rinse in vinegar and water. Ordinarily, 
however, the shirt should be ninsed quickly 
first in clear water and then in vinegar and 
water or salt and water. Do not make 
the mistake of boiling colored clothes, 
for this surely will remove the color. 
Blue shirts may have blue water added 
to the starch before starching, but pink, 
green, or lavender waists never should 
be placed in blue water. If desired the starch 
may be colored with dye of a color that 
matches that of the garment. Hang them 
by the neckband to dry them well and if 
they are of delicate colors do not hang them 
in the sun. 


Kings Set Fashions 
Often Dress Out of Style. 


HERE atill are a good many peo- 
ple in the world who think they 
envy kings and queens. Every 
now and then you hear somebody 
express @ more or less hazy yearn- 
ing to be a king or a queen for a 
more or less indefinite period of 

time. Some wish it om one ground, some 
on another. Some thirst for power and 
grandeur, some a life of ease, some the social 
whirl with the privilege of doing the whirl- 
ing, and some would like to be a king just to 


wear any old clothes that might strike the 


fancy, with the satisfaction of knowing that 
(hey would become the style at once.

The king business, however, is not nearly 
sO popular as it was a good many years ago. 
One by one the secrets of the game leaked 
out and people began to see that it was not 
such a soft job as had been imagined. Peo- 
ple began to see how kings are ruled by their 
ministers and made the slaves of popular 
prejudices, how they get stung in the stock 
market just like ordinary folk, how they 
worry over their monthly allowances and 
how they are bored from one year’s end to the 
other by an intenminable succession of 
levees, teas, receptions, breakfasts, hunch- 
eoné, dinners, suppers, balls, garden, parties:

And when it comes to traveling about his 
kingdom the monarch has to go equipped 
for a masquerade ball. He will be expected 
to appear in each province in the costume 
peculiar to that quarter of his realm or he 
will fall in the esteem of his subjects—a@ con- 
tingency specially dangerous to the king busi- 
ness

This is one of the most unsatisfactory 
duties ever put up to a king, and has led 
# much unpleasani®ess in those regions 
of the world where kings abound. The king 
who can wear all the costumes of his coun- 
try /with equal facility and grace is yet 
to be discovered. All who have tried the 
game so fdr have fallen down hard in one 
particular or another. By the time a king 
has appeared in all the costumes affected by 
his people either the king is disgruntled or 
the people dissatisfied.

There is Alfonso XIIl., for example, who 
has been striving specially hard to fill the bill 
as king of Spain. He makes it a point wher- 
ever he goes to dress as the people dress, 
When he goes to Galicia he dresses like 
a Gallegan and when he is in Andalusia he 
looks every bit an Andalusian. 

This policy appears to have made a hit in 
every part of his kingdom except Madrid. 
The court took exception to the king appear- 
ing in the Andalusian costume and told him 
80. He was informed that it was not be- 
coming to his figure anu features. It was 
delicately intimated that, in the high water 
trousers, the short jacket and the round, 
flat hat of the Andalusian costume the king 
looked like a “ rube.”’

The master of the horse, who is the Span- 
fsh authority on these matters, finally went 
so far as to issue an order that the king 
should not be photographed in the Andalusian 
costume. The king wae informed that he 
must not pose for pictures in this costume 
and the police were instructed to prevent 
tourists from taking snap shots of him when 
he should be abroad in the dress of the 
south of Spain.

Something more than a pro- 
hibitory order from the master of the horse, 
or whatever he is called in England, would 
be the result if some of the costumes of the

Edward has wisely limited his exploits in 
this direction to the costumes of the people 
of the United Kingdom. In Scotland he 
dresses occasionally in kilts, but it’s not the 
réal costume, at that. It isa modification of 
the Scotch national dress that is intended to 
spare the monarch any depreciation of royal 
dignity. 
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In this Highland garb the jacket is long 
and much cut away in front, finished with 
cuffs, Then the kilt is so long that the or- 
dinary observer could not tell whether the 
royal knees were bare, as Highland dress 
prescribes. With this costume: the king 
ae @ conventional waistcoat, collar and 
tie. " 

This compromise has not escaped the criti- 
cism of the Briti~h public. Not long ago a 
London journal] p@®Dlished a detailed descrip- 
tion of the costume, which was declared un- 
suitable to the king and contained a veiled 
intimation that it would be better for the 
monarch to confine his sartorial adventures 
to more conventional garb.

Kaiser William of Germany i!s reputed to 
have two or three hundred costumes fn. his 
wardrobe, and in most of thém he cuts a 
dashing and picturesque figure. But. once or 
twice he has run counter to the public fancy. 
He appeared once tn the costume of a sey- 
enteenth century nobleman—slashed doublet. 
lace collar, sash; cavalier's boots, and a great 
hat with a flowing plume, not to speak ofa 
long curled wig. 

The court almost failed to recognize the 
kaiser in the strange dress, so completely 
did it change the well known characteristics 
of his features. The verdict was that the cos- 
tume was unsuited to his majesty—too effem- 
inate forthe man, who is sometimes called 
the Theodore Roosevelt of Germany. Atany 
rate he never was seen in the garb again.

A mixture of several different kinds of 
furniture In one room is never in good taste. 
A handsome piece of mahogany in a room of 
vhich the woodwork and the other pieces of 
furniture are of oak is entirely out of place. 
There must be harmony in style of furniture 
as much as harmony of color and richness. 
Ore good piece of furniture in a moderately 
furnished room is as much out of place asa 
cheap piece of furniture in a handsomely 
fitted room. So styles in furniture are gov- 
erned by good taste and harmony and every 
piece of furniture in the harmo:dously fur- 
nished home must have three qualities, dur- 
ability, utility, and fine workmanship, the 
style being governed not by the fashiona of 
the day, but by good taste. 

Furniture dealers make a distinction be- 
tween the word fashionable and the word 
fad. Any style of well made furniture, con- 
etructed of the best woods and having the 
necessary qualities which .go into the mak- 
ing of a good piece of furniture is fashion- 
able, providing the lines are artistic and the 
design is in keeping with the other fittings. 
But there are fads in furniture, just as theré 
are fads in other things. The fad of today 
is colonial furniture, or to be more exact, fur- 


niture which has the colonial feeling, but . 


this does not mean that the furniture styles 
of the four great French periods are not 
fashionable. They are. It simply happens 
that the taste of a majority of those home- 
makers who éan afford to buy furniture run 
at the present time toward the colonial de- 
signs. All of the furniture stores in Chicago 
are carrying a great deal more colonial furni- 
ture than any other kind. This is because 
they recognize the demand for colonial fur- 
niture is greater than it ever has been before 
and the demand seems to be growing. The 
simplicity of line, the durability, and the 
utility of colonial furniture are the qualities 
that appeal to the woman who is furnishing 


a new home. 


—o- 
It 1s probable that the colonial styles were 
popularized by the craze for collecting an- 
ticues, but the manufacturers today are 
making furniture of colonial pattern which is 
far superior in workmanship and in every 
other particular to the antiques which are 
brought to Chicago from the old homesteads 
of the Virginias, Georgia, and Louisiana. 
The old pieces of furniture are used merely 
by the designers to get the colonial feeling. 
A woman's secretary may be purchased by 
a manufacturer in some litth town in Vir- 
ginia and brought to Chicago. The design 
is strictly colonial, but the arrangement of 


and severe colonial outline has the added 
quality of utility. The same is true in the 
manufacture of chairs, dressers, dressing 
tables, dining room suites, beds, and all 
other pieces of furniture that are being made 
in the Chicago factories. The colonial four 
poster bed stood too high from the floor to 
be acceptable in the modern home, so in re- 
constructing the hundred year old design 
the modern manufacturer has taken off the 
high side boards and Bhortened the legs so 
the modern bed of colonia! design stands no 
higher than any other bed and is eesily 
entered.

Bach piece of furniture manufactured tn 
the up to date Chicago factory is so de- 
signed that in it will be combined all the 
qualities that go together in the making of a 
perfect piece of fu, niture and a perfect work 
of the cabinetmaker’s art. Chicago furni- 
ture deasers admit the poyular demand by 
thoge who’can affor'te furnish théir homes 
without giving mu¢h thought to the total] 
cost is for furniture of the colonial design. 
To meet this demand the old homesteads of 
the south have been searched and pieves of 
fufniture a hundred years old and even older 
have been obtained, not to be reproduced 
exactly, but to be used as models for the 
manufacture of the modern colonial furni- 
ture. e 

Simplicity of line is the rule, or standard, 
in the colonial furniture on the market to- 
day, although the pineapple carVings and 
the clusters of grapes anc roses are used 
for ornamentation on a great number of the 
handsome pieces, together with the con- 
ventional designs so much affected in the 
colonial days The colonigl tables have @ 
solidity which furniture of other designs 
lacks—they are substantial and built ag 
if they were made to hold something, 

In fact, every piece of colonial furniture is 
made with a view to utility... The dressers 
are large and the drawers ample. The 
clothes presses are made roomy and every 
piece of furniture is made to serve its pur- 
pose, and not alone for beauty.

Hundreds of Chicago homes of the wealthy 
have colonial dining rooms and colonia! 
bed chambers. In the dining room are the 
great heavy mahogany sideboards, oiled and 
finished dull, as the colonial furniture was 
treated in the earlydays. The table invaria- 
bly is round with a great center leg, but 
instead of having the dropping sides, which 
are entirely unsuited to the needs of today, 
the modern colonial table is so conetructed 
that the great leg divides to gdmit leaves in 
the top. All the chairs are simply designed 
on straight lines, with wide seats and backs 
which widen at the top. Sometimes chairs 


sign handsome china closets and cabinets, 
which carry out the same lines found in the 
old colonial sideboards. In every piece of 
colonial furniture on the market the same 
ideas are carried out.

The lack of utility is being supplied in the 
modern reproduction, and those pieces of 
furniture which are required in the modern 
house have been added to the list of pieces 
made in the old days 
Thg factory made colonial furniture which 
is shipped into Chicago from the furniture 
manufacturing center@ is not as expensive 
as the furniture made from exclusive designs 
and by expert cabinet makers in the smaller 
factories of some of the Chicago retail 
houses, but it is nearer within the reach of 
the pocketbook of the housewife in moderate 
circumstances. Colonial dressers range in 
price from $75 to $400, according to the work- 
manship and the exclusiveness of the de- 
siam. Diming room tables, factory made, can 
be bought from $60 to $100, while hand made 
tables cost a great deal more. The same is 
true in regard to the other pieces of mahog- 
any colonial furniture now on the market. 
Even the old fashioned sofas have been 
copied and made stronger and more durable 
than the sofas that were made in Virginie 
during colonial days.

Chippendale designs are exceedingly pop- 
ular and at the present time probably are 
more. in favor than the more elaborate fur- 
niture of the period of Louis Seize and Louis 
Quatorze. Chippendale’s ideas are carried 
out in mahogany and have been so combined 
that many pieces of furniture are more beau- 
tiful even than the original pieces designed 
under the watchful eye of Chippendale him- 
self. Many collectors belleve they are in 
possession of genuine old Chippendale chairs 
when as a matter of fact their chairs are usu- 
ally only perfect reproductions. An old 
Chippendale chair would cost something like 
$5,000 and there are so few of them now on 
the market that only the reproductions are 
within the reach of the majority of the pur-

A set of shelves is frequently used for the 
arranging of the -collection differing mate- 
rially from any other method of treatment. 
These shelves should be carefully locked, toc, 
to make sure that théy will not allow the 
Plates to slip when placed upon them, and 
they will, more than any other place, need a 
careful and systematic study of the china in 
order to arrange it with the best advantage 
upon the shelves. Under the lower shelf a 
row of hooks should be placed to hold cups, 
steins, or pitchers of the smaller sizes, which 
should then be symmetrically hung, it being 
Pretty to continue the row around the entire 
set of shelves and finishing them with a row 
of hooks above it so that it will be entirely 
surrounded. Upon the lower shelves the 
largest plates and platters should be given 
place, letting the smaller ones occupy the 
upper shelves, together with smaller pieces. 
Pitchers too large to be hung upon the hooks 
around the shelves should also occupy the 
lower shelves in company with the platters, 
while the other pieces may be scattered 
around throughout the other pieces, break- 
ing the monotony of the arrangement. 

Cups and saucers are perhaps harder than 
many other pieces to arrange, the best use 
being to hang them upon racks made for the 
purpose, which will show the saucers to at 
vantage as wellas the cups. These, too, wi 
make a good border for the room or may be 
placed. beneath the plate rail. 

* ~ 

While many prefer to divide the collection 
between two or even three closetsor cabinets 
in the room, others desire to keep the pleces 
together and choose a corner of the room into 
which the cabinet may be placed and around 
which other shelves, etc., may be placed to 
hold the numerous specimens. In one dining 
room a cabinet and a dresser are set side by 
side, each holding its share of the treasures, 
which thus collectively meet the eye as the 
room is entered. Either method has ny 
favorable points to recommend it. When the 
pieces are scattered around the room various 
special pieces may be favored so as to show 
to greater advantage than in a collection 
among others of the same pattern, perhaps, 
though not so perfect. On the other hand, 
while the china is coHectively grouped, the 
eye can at once compare the bits, gaining a 
clearer conception of the real beauty of the 
old china as it appeared inthe colonial homes 
more than a hundred years ago. 

There are few subjects which will repay the 
collector so richly as the study of his collec- 
tion im the light of an ornamentation to ‘his 
dining room, as it is In that place that others 
will see and judge its merits.

There ts mo 
such thing as a fashion in wallpaper, ai- 
though from time to time fads are taken 
up by the seekers after variety only to be 
as quickly dropped as adopted. 

Of the making of books there is no end 
and so also of the making of wallpapers. 
Designs are multiplied on designs until the 
prospective purchaser is bewildered by the 
extraordinary assortment presented for his 
choice. There was a time when the real 
art of wallpaper cesigning was unborn and 
the manufacturer was content with 
designs which had been made for capPets and 
upholstery. But that day is long 


. ~ ; 
For some reason walipape? designing is 
practicaliy reserved to Europe and little is 


done in America. One explanation givenfor . 


this staie of affairs is that until recent years 
there was little of the best artistic talent to 
be found in this country. and what there was 
usually found its way to the old world. The 
«dest artists of France, Germany, and Eng- 
landeare to be found engaged in the business 
ot designing patterns for wallpapers, car- 


pets, etc.. and public taste has been educated 
to the point where only the highest art can 
command the best markets 

One of the biggest advances which has been 
made in the wallpaper manufacture ts in con- 
nection with the rainbow or sunset effect. 
This design, which consists of the delicate 
blending of artistic combinations of colors 
into soft clouds, was fdrmerly confined to 
the bighly priced hand pginted canvas. The 
walls were first covered fwith a smooth can- 
Vas and then. decorated by artists tn oil 
colors. This was naturally extremely ex- 
pensive, and in many instances ran into hun- 
dreds of dollars for a single compartment. 
Nowadays identically the same «ffect can be 
produced with a paper which is colored by 
an airbrush with water colors. While this 
renders this beautiful design still costly, it 
brings it well within the reach of people of 
moderate Incomes. 
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Not only is the wallpaper business not cen- 
trolied by any trust or combination but there 
ig no such thing as an exclusive design be- 
cause it is so easy to copy any particular de- 
sign and yet make insignificant.variations 
that will be sufficient to elude the copyright 
laws. For this reason it is extremely rare 
that designers attempt to protect any oftheir 
productions. 


Drapings Require Much Care; 
Portieres Still in High Favor. 


LTHOUGH in the past portieres 
have received. what was more 
than their due. consideration. 
their place in house decoration is 
firmly established and they have 
attained a place in popular favor 
from which it will take long to 

oust them. Thev are seldom classed under 
the permanent features of a room, coming 
under the head of movable furnishings. Por- 
tieres and curtains are kindred subjects and 
are usualiy selected after the wall coverings 
isin place. 

Zhe origina! use of these articles was to 
serve as a protection against drafts, not to 
compeceal ugly woodwork or to separate two 
oonflicting walltreatments. They were often 
used as convenient makeshifts to conceal 
@efects which had no excuse for existing. 
As a matter ot fact it was never in its ele- 
ment a9 a purely ornamental feature, and as 
such it no longer possesses prestige. 

In the early days of our decorative art— 
in that unhappy time known as “ the gilded 
rolling pin ''—rooms were horribly disfigured 
by grotesque and unhyglenic overdraping 
Every mantel was concealed, every table 
hidden. Even picture frames had their out- 
Fines hidden by some barbaric kind of drap- 
ing. Great ingenuity was displayed [n the 
matter of hangings with which doors could 
be concealed, for they were considered the 
most unsightly things which could possibly 
be imagined. Canton flannel was used to 
overhang both windows and doors, and also 
embroidered mummy cloth and other atroci- 
ties of which the rising generation is hap- 
pily ignorant. 

‘The wonder of it all is that people sur- 
vived at all in rooms which were so poorly 
lighted and ventilated and where every pos- 
sible device that ingenuity could imagine to 
eatch dust and dirt was used. Consumption 
must have some foe or man’s stupidity 
would long since have resulted in his extinc- 
tion. The necessary reaction came in time 
and gave us windows without curtains and 
doors without drapings. People who had 
used Paisicy shawis as portieres converted 
them into piano. covers until taste decreed 
the coverless piano. 

With the better woodwork and wall treat- 
ment now in use it is no longer necessary 
fo use portieres to coneeal defectsin the con- 
siruction of rooms. They served useful pur- 
poses in the past, concealing and separating 
where concealment and separation were nec- 
essary, but now such devices have been ren- 
dered unneceseary by modern architecture 
and decorating. As a purely ornamental 
feature their use is doubtful and any excuse 
for their existence founded om such an idea 
ie slender. 

A great change has taken place in the in- 
terior arrangement of houses in the last 
decade. There is little to be concealed. In 
fact. the interior woodwork is too artistic to 
be covered. Again. color schemes are so wel! 
ehosen that a house gains in beauty rathe: 
than otherwise by the vistas which would be

The pottery subject ts an interesting one 
for thoee who care. Though it {fe not gener- 
ally know, pottery making is gi adually com- 
ing to be considered one of the past arts. 
For the Pueblo Indians, people of diverse 
atock and language, who in other days inhab- 
ited communia! villages of stone and adobe in 
New Mexico and Arizona, and, who were the 
gféatest makers of pottery ever known in 
the civilized world, bave gradually come un- 
der the influence of the white man’s school- 
ing and have,.as gradually dropped the work, 
which was formerly all that they knew how 
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hough most of the communities have 
ceaséd to be producers of pottery. there are 
several places where there art still good 
tters and their work is at a premium, for 
‘+y ae being of decorative va.ue for the 

American home, admits of no rival. 
Most Gf the potters are women. They are 
stolid and apparently uninteresting person- 
ages, whom one might look at once with 
 eaplosity but would hardly favor with a sec-

Many houses are showing portieres at all 
the openings, but they are seldom used 
SAVG @S a protection against drafts or 
when, for instance, a living room and a din- 
img room are connected by a large opening, 
when, for the sake of privacy, a portéere 
meets a definite need. A good deui might 
be said against these large openings, and 
& plea set up for the return of the door, the 
real door, not the folding or sliding variety, 
but old fashioned doors with wel designed 
fiitings and showing the skillful treatment 
which chanacterizes the rest of the trim. 
Thie is am architectural question, not a 
decorative one, but architecture and in- 
terior decoration are sister arte and it is 
sometimes difficult to draw the lire. 

The doorless openings have much to be 
Said in their favor and also against them. 
The large opening has marred many smal! 
houses and has undoubtedly given dignity to 
dwellings of a larger stamp, but only when 
the color schemes are well handled. 

Good results may often be obtained where 
portieres are used by matching the walls, or, 
if the curtains are in contrast to the walls, 
by matchime the curtains. It all depends on 
the effect required, whether the .draperies 
are to be made part of the wali treatment 
or whether for the best, decorat've effects 
they are to present.a decided contrast. 

Where a deep tone is_used on the walls. a 
textile’ repeating that color a4avill give an 
effect of harmony. With a figured paper the 
color of the background may be repeated with 
go00d effect. Occasionally a portiere of tapes- 
try proves successful, the colors biending 
with the scheme of the room; not old tapes- 
try, as that is too valuable to use as a drap- 
ing, Out a good foreign or American example 
of modern weaving which can be purchased 
at a YTreasonable price. 

Portieres for bedrooms form a separate 
topic. They are often necessary at doors lead- 
ing into hallways, and may, if well chosen 
add to the comfort of a room. Cretonneand 
chintz, repeating the color of the walls an¢ 
gaiso the pattern, or used in connection with 
plain or striped wallpaper, are attractive for 
door hangings, especially if the curtains ars; 
of the same material, There are charming 
and endless combinations for bedrooms 

Where a room has too many doors a por- 
tiere is often a convenience. bit in all bed- 
room schemes the aim should be to preserve 
simplicity. Many draperies should be avoid- 
ed, as they interfere with health, as well as 
with the beauty of a room. 

If the housekeeper has what is known ag a 
biue and white room she cannot find anything 
better for draperies than the blue and white 
coveriets made by our grandmothers. and 
which are now so successfully being re Vived 
by various arts and crafts societies.

‘gon still maintain their magic supremacy, 
and the man who can afford expensive furni- 
ture must look to the pleasant land of France 
for his upholstering. How much of this is 
‘@ue to the superstitious influence exercised 
by an historic name and custom it is hard 
to say. but it is peculiar that some years 
@g0 a young woman in New York pro- 
duced tapestry which so closely imitated the 
Gobelin that even experts were baffled. Not- 
Withstanding her skill, she was unable to 
find a market for her goods and the Gallic 
factories are still without a rival. 


The art of ielicintering furniture has 
reached a point where a chair or a lounge 
May often be exceeded in its intrinsic value 
by the yalue of its covering. Some of the 
-foremost artists in America and Europe find 
rich rewards in making designs for the 
costly damasks and tapestries which are 
used today for upholstering. The difference 
in price for one chair, according to the char- 
Scter of its covering, may reach as high as 
$100, while to cover a suite with a rare Gobe- 
Mn will push the price up inte prohibitive 
thousands.

The most fashionable furniture coverings 
at present among people of moderate means 


are mohairs, especially the variety of this 
cloth known as panne plush. This fabric is 
manufactured in all shades and in innumer- 
able designs, and ts in particular demand in 
a beautiful shade of pale green. Thigarticle 
is more expensive than leather, but it is 
equally durable and much more ornamental! 
and suitable for drawing room and boudoir 
use 

Naturally the great bulk of upholstering 
is done in leather, which is unexcelled for 
office and dining room use and such places 
where utility is more to be desired than orna- 
mentation The greater part of the ma- 
terials employed in the trade is supplied by 
native cattle, but there is a demand in cer- 
tain fastidious quarters for Spanish leather 
and a considerable quantity of this variety 
is imported

In high class furniture the more popular 
a material or style becomes the less it is 
manufactured or produced. In this way 
there has been a marked falling off in recent 
years in tapestry upholstered articles. The 
reason for this te that. whereas the fabric 
used to be almost exclusively manufactured 
by hand weavers, it is now being produced 
cheaply by machinery, and hasconsequently 
become quit® common with the cheaper 
grades of furniture. So if you want to be 
exclusive and cannot afford the high priced 
Gobelins or Aubusgons, you will adopt dam- 
ask. which is costly without being prohib- 
itive and has never been imitated to such an 
extent as to make it popular.

OLONIAL” as a term expressive 
of architectural? interior treat- 
ment and household decoration 
is a word that is used glibly 
in the mouths of many people. 
Yet there is no term which is more 
ambiguous if meaning to the avr- 

erage mind. Especially is this so after the 
person finds that what ‘he has always con- 
sidered peculiar and belonging only to the 
puritan forefathers is equally recognized’as 
English and that it is to England that the 
collector now must go for his really finest and 
best specimens of the *’ colonial.” 

As @ matter of fact, the colonial goes back 
to the ancient Greek for its inspiration. The 
first dwellings of mem were caverns, huts, 
and tents, such rude and simple dwellings as 
nature and his simple handicraft afforded. 
Little work was done by the occupant in 
fashioning them, and, rude as they were, they 
were sufficient for his simple mode of life 
Im the northern countries, however, the cold 
brought about a development toward archi- 
tecture and mechanical art was employed to 
make blocks out of which rough bulldings 
were constructed. 

hd “ 

From now on to the improvement of rude 
homes of this kind intothose of elegance of 
design there are many missing pages of his- 
tory; in fact, there is no real knowledge of 
when other materials crept In. But by the 
due process of development of art Grecian 
types and ideas were evolved, and this was 
regarded as the most refined and stately. 

During and before the revolution in this 
country there was little time to cultivate 
graceful homes, but after that period the 
people set themselves to home building. The 
classic was being used in England and it was 
transferred to this country with some of the 
best results in carefully modified Greek 
architecture.

One of the best examples of this classic 
in the colonial is seen in the large dining 
room of a Chicago artist Itisepaciousg with 
white paneled walls and mahogany furniture 
in which the contemporaneous English 
makes of furniture are perfectly represented. 
Even the screen, the knife boxes, and the 
silver, including the large mahogany tray 
with its Sheffield plate edge, are of this same 
period. It is perfect in selection and it is 
assembled with absolute harmony tothe side 
lights on the walls in colonial brass, and yet 
the white panels in the walls of this beau- 
tiful room were brought from the ruinsofan 
ancient Greek building. :

This house also shows the same period tn 
every detail. Often, in the earlier specimens 
of American colonial architecture, the square 
brick structure, with white pillars, was fol- 
lowed -wby the builder. The inside, however. 
was given little thought The front door led 
directly into the living room. Later a hall 
came into use, this was.developed for com- 
fort in extremes of temperature. Afterwards 
as life became more complete, it was made 
larger to give dignity and cohesion to the 
rest of the house. Now the hall stands for 
the true keynote of the dwelling. 

x x 


This is where-the variation of the old 
colonial in the »resent colonial revival comes 


in. Our plan and order of life differs from 
that of our ancestors and we have to make 
large alterations on the true colonial house 
to make ft comfortable for modern usage. 
The entire removal of the eld fashioned, im- 
mense chimney from the middie of the house 


‘allowed a better formation of the hall. Soon 


this was built on the wide, spacious hospital 
“colonial” fashion peculiar to the south. 
The original plain, New England ideas only 
admitted of a skimped floor space and a 
narrow, cramped staircase. In the Southern 
way a fourth and sometimes’a third of the 
fron, of the house was employed in the hall 
space. Some.of the colonial halls now re- 
quire no alteration at all from the original 
scheme and are absolutely perfect from a 
decorative point of view. They are also 
entirely appropriate in their uses. The stairs 
are treated impressively, as is necessary 
when their setting if considered. Great 
Stately halls these were, and often well 
lighted, with treasu~. cabinets, carved 
chests, and bookcases, 

When copying is indulged in, architectural 
values are of the first importance. Good 
proportions and good scale are often found 
in the more imposing houses of the eighteenth 
century and even in the simple, unobtrusive 
dwellings, the proportions are often goodiand 
worthy of appropriate copying. 

a ” 

One of the best hallways is in the Royal! 
mansion in Medford, Mass., a historic dwell- 
ing, built in i727. It was owned by Col. Isaac 
Royall. He had a great West Indian prop- 
erty, and kept twenty-seven slaves on the 


“®place. The mansion house was of brick with 


wood on three sides. The hall was divided 
half way back with an arch. The stairs and 
balustrade were of white wood, faced with 
white paneled work, and edged with ma- 
hogany. There was a long, low, and noble 
reach and length to these staifts. The im- 
pression of perfect proportion in this hall 
meets the eye immediately on entrance, and 
from whatever point the hall and staircase 
appear a picture of graceful lines and’ curves 
results. The arch is Romanesque, and is 
grooved in both square and oblong panels at 
the top, whil the wainscoting of the hall 
and the stairway has these same grooves 
panels, those in the lower hall running ver- 
tically, and those beside the stair case hori- 
zontaliy The white newe!l post resembles 
Chinese design, and the spindies, also, while 
these are surmounted by a simple mahogany 
rail. Another room has evidences of the 
Chinese in its decoration, and in this way 
shows the many influences on the “ colonia! 
period.” Here the walls are finished above 
the wainscoting with leather, which is em- 
hossed in gorgeous colors, birds, pagodas, and 
flowers, and other Chinese figures.

The furniture of this pelod and the high 
white mantels, that adorned many of the 
rooms, are in happy combination. The rush 
bottom chairs, the plain tables, the low side- 
beards, the folding side tables, the plain 
colonial desk, with its capacious drawers 
reaching to the floor, with liberal desk room 
inclosed over them, all just as our ancestors 
knew them, are making the ideals of design- 
ers today. Furniture ts a completed art, in 
which the best was reached at that time. and 
in which there is no opportunity to improve. 
Unfortunately for the collector, the speci- 
mens of the real antique show signs of being 
depleted im this country, although fi England 
there is ample mahogany to last, even under 
the present craze, for many years. The wal-
